Since its inceptio n in 18 34— 
Its missio n was to bring so me 
o rder to the mad scrambling 
by radio statio ns to get on the 
air—the FCC, critics say . has 
appro ached the bro adcasting in­ 
dustry with mo re o f a kid glo v e 
than an iro n fist attitude. 
The commission's problems in 
carry ing ou t 
its responsibilities 
on a 8 17 million annu al Ix idget 
are many -sided. Newton Minow, 
named 
FCC chairm an 
in 
1961, 
tou ched on one of the sides short­ 
ly after he resigned; 
"In ou r fantasy world, ex isting 
side by side with a real woild 
of incredibly fast-mov ing techno­ 
logical 
rev olu tions.” he sighed, 
“ we 
dream 
a b ou t 
mu ddling 
throu gh the tangled maze, some­ 
how, some way . . . Nev er was the 
capacity of man for self-delu .sion 
and 
self-deception 
so 
clearly 
draw n.” 
The dream ers he had in mind 
were his form er colleagu es in the 
ICC bu reau cracy . His disenchant­ 
ed conclu sion: The FCC was sim­ 
ply 
incapable 
of 
coping 
with 
changes in indu stry cau sed by 
technological adv ances. 


Minow has left, bu t one official 
who is still with the FCC states 
it more su ccinctly : ‘i t ’s not that 
the commission does the m anage­ 
ment job badly ,” he say s, “ it 
ju st doesn’t do it at all. 


‘‘At a tim e when the stru ctu re 
and su bstance of the commu ni­ 
cation bu siness is u ndergoing an 
internal rev olu tion, they ’re argu ­ 
ing ov er editorial changes in an 
opinion 
criticizing 
a 
Montana 
day tim e 
radio 
station 
for 
riot 
painting its antenna tower.” 


The commission's role has ex ­ 
panded greatly since 1934. as gov ­ 
ernm ent inv olv ement in the na­ 
tion’s commu nications 
s y s t e m 
reached awesome proportions. Be­ 
sides the broadcasting indu stry , 
the 
FCC’s 
ju risdiction 
cov ers 
telephones, satellites, microwav e 
and mobile radio. Many obser­ 
v ers think it shou ld ex tend ev en 
fu rther — to electronic bu gging 
and snooping, for ex ample. 
As the commission’s lines of 
ju risdiction grow more and more 
div erse — complicated in many 
cases by thr* slippery economic 
problems brou ght on by techno­ 
logical 
adv ance—its 
regu lativ e 
efforts .set-m to grow narrower 
and narrower. 
Each o f the sev en co mmis­ 
sio ners has but o ne legal and 
o n« * engineering assistant. The

The ABC-IT&T controv ersy has 
already brou ght m any of these 
shortcomings to the su rface. Com­ 
missioner Nicholas Johnson. 33. 
former

of

Commission, angrily blasted th® 
commission's oral hearing which 
resu lted in the original 4-3 v ote 
in fav or of the m erger.

past regu lation of the broadcast­ 


ing indu stry stand ou t; 


Only once has the commission 


failed to renew the license of a 


telev ision station (which comes 


u p for rev iew ev ery three y ears.) 


The FCC is probably the only 
regu latory agency to be asked 
by the indu stry it regu lates for 
stricter regu lation. 
This happen­ 
ed when the FCC established a 
ceiling of 20 minu tes of com m er­ 
cials per hou r of broadcasting at 
a tim e when the National Asso­ 
ciation of B roadcasters was en­ 
forcing one of 18 minu tes. 
The 
NAB began losing m em bers and 
charged the FCC with "gross dis­ 
crimination again« t code su bscrib­ 
ers.” So the commission lowered 
its ceiling. 


There appears to lx * a "pro-in­ 
du stry ” flav or to the FCC, accord­ 
ing to observ ers. 
Minow s su c­ 
cessor, William Henry , who has 
.since resigned, generally fou nd 
him« elf in a "pro-consu m er” mi­ 
nority . 
And while it may not 
be tru e that broadcasting ex ecu ­ 
tiv es were tu rning cartwheels for 
joy in Rockefeller Center when 
Rosel Hy de (regarded strongly a-;
